The 0X0, conventHK In New York, took 
•ome standard Irtbor pot-shotn at Ita political 
oppoBltion. Philip Murray, CIO president, 
rtnick at the conRrcMlonal coalition of Re- 
publicans and southern Democrats as "am- 
butsadors extrtordlnar? knd plenipotentiary 
for a host of venal ipeclsl interests," lAter 
on he ffeneroudiy lumped all opponents of 
tabor's wishes ss "reactionaries." . 

"Reactionary," of course. Is on* of .the 
most abused words we have. In .labor's 
lexicon, there Is no such thing as. sincere 
conservatism, or «ven a Uberallsm which 
happens to disagree with labor on specific 
Issues. 

' Lobor subscribes to the democratic system, 
which Is founded- on the theory , that men- 
must be able to choose smong alternatives. 
Yet In prattle^ It talks u If only one view- 
polnt—lts owD-^ias any right to expression. 
The logical conclusion from Its publlo re- 
, .marks Is that labor would Uke to fill congress 
■ *lth men who parrot Its vlBWi. ■ 

Union offlolals punch away, .too, at the 
"special InterHt" theme. They appear to 
(orget that labor Is Itself a special Interest. 
A sound dsmooratto govemmtnt Is not a gov- 
•mment designed particularly for the bene- 
fit of the farmer, the worker, the business- 
man or any other alnKle segment of society. 
It must be deslgnetl for jOl. 

Itie art of governing in a democratic so- 
ciety Is the art of balancing and reconciling 
.all the various special interests which clamor 
for attention. American labor leaders regard 
any effort to achieve this balance as an 
Attempt to destroy their movement. 

Certainly there are many times when the 
farmer or the businessman or somebody else 
Is stepping out. of line and gaining too much 
advantage from government. Our history 
Indicates t^t labor Is often no less guilt? 
on ttitt;t 'scon, sM-inUst puUed \ip etiwt. 
Labor's criticisms of government or of 
! .'othir: tliments in -loole^ would be token 
much more seriously If Its leaders dropped 
._„ttolr.BbsunlJnsIstence_that^they themselves 
are above criticism. . The day that one ot 
them stands up and admits labor's ImperCec- 
tlons will be a Joyous j>ccaalon portending 
well for the mental health of the nation. 

Up to now we have had preoloua little sign 
that these men have any capacity lor learn- 
ing from experience.
